The Hague, May 17.—While I cannot re- 


peat directly anything the Czar said to me 
during our interview a few days ago at St. 
Petersburg it is permissible to tell America 
that he is in excellent spirits and full of 
hope for results from the peace conference. 

There is no trace in St. Petersburg of the 
anti-American feeling which found expres- 
gion in the German Delegate Stengel’s 
pamphlet against peace. 

So far from regarding war with the United 
States as the inevitable destiny of Europe, 
the Czar expressed the utmost confidence 
that the American delegates will stand by 
those of Russia, France, and England in 
securing the establishment of some definite, 
practical system of international arbitra- 
tion for all disputes turning on questions of 
law, on interpretation of treaties, or on in- 
vestigation of questions of fact. » 

The Czar also believes the Americans will 
favor recognition of the principle of arbi- 
tration in all questions involving national 


donor and interest.

The tribunal which it is hoped will issue 
from the conference for the settlement of 
questions “du droit” will probably be 
found on the same principles as those which 
have worked so successfully in the Postal, 
Telegraph, and International Railway bu- 
reaus at Berne, Switzerland.

Admiral Winfield Scott Schley is navigat- 
ing the continent today on his first explor- 
ing expedition to the interior. He will ar- 
rive in Chicago tomorrow evening at 5 
o’clock over the Pennsylvania railroad, un- 
less he is taken off the train somewhere 
along the way by his admirers. 

Invitation committees have been taking 
turns at pressing him to stop over ever 
since he left Washington at 8 this afternoon. 
To all these enthusiastic and persistently 
admiring callers he has explained that he 
has not stfficient time at his disposal to 
accept any of the Invitations. He is going 
direct to Omaha to visit with ex-Senator 
Charles F. Manderson, and after he arrives 
at the Nebraska town his real experiences 
will begin. 

The hero of Santiago is going to be asked 
to ride a horse before he has finished his 
visit in the wild West. 


“The prospect of steering a horse is the_ 


feature of this trip that gives me most con- 
cern,"’ said Admiral Schley. Then he leaned 
back in the seat of the smoking-room of the 
car and told the correspondent of THE TRIB- 
UNE something about horses. 

“A man should not be expected to ride 
a horse,” he continued, the rudder is at 
the wrong end of them. Instead of having 
it astern it's ahead. That's why I am afraid

I see no reason to specu- 
late on the future of the lakes as a fighting 
ground. It is as a highway of commerce 
that it commands attention.“ 

Then you see much greatness in the future 
of Chicago that it has not attained?’ 

Its greatness is at its beginning. The 


people of Chicago are so energetic, so clear- 


headed, and so completely without hesita- 
tion, that they of all people seem to be equal 
to the advantages with which nature has 
surrounded them.“ 

The last thing he said before retiring was 
that he would like to visit in Chicago more 
than one day, as he is returning to his post 
as President of the Retiring board. When 
he arrives in Chicago tomorrow evening at 
5 o'clock in the Union Station he will find 
the Burlington train waiting there, on which 
he will be carried to Omaha. His stay in 
Chicago this time will be a few minutes only.

Paris, May 17.—Among the documents 
forming a part of the secret evidence used 
against Dreyfus was one reported in which 
whs a report of an alleged conversation be- 
tween Princess Mathilde and General 
Boisdeffre. The Princess is reported to have 
said she had doubts of the culpability of 
Dreyfus. 

“Ah, if you had seen what 1 saw.“ said 
the General.

“I have seen with my own eyes letters 
from Emperor William to Dreyfus,’ said 
the General. 

“I am but a simple Princess,“ replied 
Mathilde, but I know enough about courts

He.

NOW BELIEVE IT AT SUICIDE. 


Earl of Strafford’s Death Thought to 
Have Been Planned by 
Himself. 


(SPECIAL CABLE TO THE NEW YORK 
WORLD AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
London, May 17.—It is believed in many 

quarters the Earl of Strafford’s death was 

really a suicide. According to the latest 
accounts, he was seen to slip off the end 
of the platform in front of the approaching 
express. He had been standing looking 
eagerly up and down the track for a couple 
of minutes, evidently waiting to immolate 
himself before the tr&in. The body was 
dragged 150 yards along the line, the head 
cut from the body as though by a guillotine. 

The Countess of Strafford, on her arrival, 
swooned in the hotel where the remains had 
been placed. The doctor and her friends 
used every persvasion to prevent her seeing 
the body, but in vain. She remained by its 
side in poignant grief until early morning, 
when she retired, compietely worn out. The 
bedy, which was unrecognizable, was first 
placed in a pigstye in the hotel, but after 
the doctor had identified it it was taken to 
the hotel sitting-room, 

Despondency caused by his low state of 
health since his apoplectic stroke at Wind- 
sor during the winter and apprehensions 
of mental failure are the reasons ascribed 
by those who bold to the suicide theory.

“The territories which we acquire may 
come within the rights of the constitution in 
the ways by law provided, but they can come 


in in no other way, and until they do come, 


in or are brought in they may have rights, 
but they are not constitutional rights.”

MIDNIGHT FIRE IN LUMBER DIS- 


TRICT CAUSES $260,000 Loss,

The fire threw 110 men out of employment. 
F. M. Gunderson said his firm would rebuild 
at once. 

During the progress of the fire Martin 
Fitzgerald, a fireman on the fireboat Chica- P 
go, had his feet burned by escaping steam 
in the engine-room of the fireboat. He was 
taken to the County Hospital, where his 
injuries were pronounced not serious. 

Watchman Wullenberg was thrown down 
by an explosion of varnish on the second 
floor of the Gaugher plant early in the fire, 
and, becoming bewildered, was in danger of 
suffocation. Policeman Thomas McGinnis 
rushed into the building and rescued him. 


Origin of Fire Unknown. 


The origin of the fire was not ascertained. 
By some it was ascribed to spontaneous 
combustion among oils and varnishes in the 
Gaugher plant. Others laid it to crossed 
wires. The suddenness with which the 
flames burst forth suggested the fire might 
have been smoldering for some time. 

The flames, which started in the north- 
west corner of the two-story brick mill 
owned by Gaugher & Co., were simulta- 
neously discovered at 11 p. m. by a United 
States mail collector making his rounds at 
Blue Island avenue and Twenty-second 
street and by Louls Wullenberg, a watch- 
man for Gunderson & Son. Each turned in 
an alarm, but though the Fire department 
responded promptly by the time the first 
company arrived on the scene the fire had 
spread throughout the entire Gaugher build- 
ing. It was seen that the lumber district 
was in danger and calls for extra apparatus 
were sent in until twenty-two engines and 
the flreboat Chicago were pouring water into 
the burning building. 

From the Gaugher Building the flames 
leaped across to the Gunderson mil, the sec- 
ond story of which was occupied by Louis 
Schaefer, and thence to the Rathbone, Hair 
& Ridgeway plant. By this time the Gaugher 
Building was practically demolished, and the 
firemen devoted their efforts to saving the 
other two burning mills and preventing the 
further spread of the flames to the Rathbone 
lumber stock, valued. at $500,000, and to the 
Pilsen Lumber company plant. The fire- 
boat Chicago, in the Pilsen slip, did effective 
work, preventing the destruction of the lum- 
Other valuable properties which 
were exposed but not damaged were the 
South Side Lumber company and the Soper 
Lumber company. 


Under Control at Midnight. 

The fire was extremely fierce, but was de- 
clared by Chief Swenie to be under control at 
midnight. Efficient aid was given by the 
employés of the Lumbermen’s Protective as- 
sociation, who formed a bucket brigade 200 
strong, and fought incipient blazes started 
by flying brands through the lumber yards. 

The wind from the northwest made the 
fire an extremely hard one to fight,” said 
Chief Swenle. and when I arrived it seemed 
as if the whole lumber district would be on 
fire in a short time.“ 

The fire attracted several thousand spec- 
tators, who stood ankle-deep in the mud to 
watch the flames. |

intention to spread the celebration over a 
week and make each day’s ceremonies 
contmémorate some event iu her life. 

In the dispatches of Sunday last it was 
stated. that on the. following day the 
Queen would visit Kensington Palace and 
that its rooms would be put in the same 
order that they were in her girlhood. As 
it was there ‘she was born, passed her 
young days, and received the news of her 
accession to the throne sixty-two years ago 
on June 20 next, this visit must have been 
a memorable and pathetic one to this. 
venerable sovereign. As the aged live in 
the past her thoughts in those apartments 
must have been concerned with the events 
which have taken place me that day 
when she was awakened from her sleep 
and met the Lord Chamberlain and Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury in her night robe 
to receive the news of her accession. She 
has seen eighteen changes of ministry. 
Of her Premiers only two survive, Lords 
Rosebery and Salisbury. The others, Mel- 
| bourne, Peel, Russell, Derby, Aberdeen, 
Palmerston, Disraeli, and Gladstche, have 
passed away. The political program of her 
reign includes Canadian rebellions, Chart- 
ism, repeal measures, free trade, ecclesias- 
tical controversies, reform bills, trades 
unionism, disestablishment, elective fran- 
chises, land reforms, colonial expansion, 
Indian rebellions, and more than one great 
war. 

It is out of -the domain of politics that 
the greatest interest attaches to Queen 
Victoria's reign, As she recalled the 
events of her girlhood and lived over the 
years that have followed she could have 
reflected that nearly all the useful arts 
which have changed the ways of living 
and doing and advanced the world’s 
progress have been given to the world 
during her reign. The railtoad, the steam- 
boat in its complete development, and ocean 
steam navigation, the telegraph, the tele- 
phone, the phonograph, the submarine 
cable, the sewing machine, the mowing 
machine and harvester, the electric light 
and motor, and the great variety of elec- 
trical apparatus all belong to the Victorian 
era. In literature her reign has been as 
rich as that of the great Elizabeth. It 
has given to the world the historians 
Carlyle, Grote, Macaulay, Froude, Gibbon, 
Hume, and Kinglake; the novelists Kings- 
ley, Dickens, Thackeray, George Eliot, 
Reade, Bulwer Lytton, Charlotte Bronts. 
Lever, Meredith, Black, Stevenson, and 
Hardy; the poets Tennyson, the Brownings, 
Hood, Rossetti, and a long train of satel- 
lites; the essayists Bryce, Harriet Mar- 
tineau, John Stuart Mill, Ruskin, Matthew 
Arnold, Goldwin Smith, and a brilliant ar- 
ray of scientific and politico-economical 
writers, including such names as Darwin, 
Huxley, Herbert Spencer, Tyndall, Max 
Muller, Buckle, and Lecky/ The list might: 
be lengthened in every department, 

More than sixty years of progress and 
prosperity is the harvest of this beneficent 
and almost exceptional reign. As Victoria 
rested among the scenes of her childhood 
in the Kensington visit the question must 
have occurred to her: Shall I live to see 
another birthday?” The Psalmist says: 
“The days of our years are three score 
“years and ten; and if by reason of 
“strength they be four score years, yet 
“is their strength labor and sorrow.” But 
beyond four score there is no promise. The 
Psalmist is silent. It is in the nature of 
things that Victoria must soon “be cut 
off and fly away,” but she will leave the 
memory of a gracious, high-minded woman 
and the record of a happy and prosperous 
reign. All unprejudiced Americans will 
join with her own subjects in congratulat- 
ing the venerable Queen.

character of modern life demand a har-

color in the arrangement of a city. Such

‘as, for example, in the treatment of a suc- 
‘cession of blocks alike in color of roof 
and facade and in plant ornaments. —

“CONSENT OF THE GOVERNED” IN HAYTI. 
Before the anti-expansionists expend all 
their enthusiasm on the glorious possibili- 
ties of native self-government in the Philip- 
pine Islands they will do well to study the 
history of such experiments. The Island 
of Hayti is an instructive example. It is 
now almost a century since Toussaint 
Ouverture led a successful revolt of the 
blacks and claimed the principles of the 
French revolution for all classes and colors 
in Hayti. He became master of the island, 
and was to have been its President for life, 
but the French leaders treacherously seized 
him and took him to France, where he died 
in prison. His followers gallantly renewed 
the struggle, and in 1804 the independence 
of Hayti was declared, with Dessalines as 
Governor “ for life.” He lived two years. 
The ninety-five years since then present a 
record that must dampen the enthusiasm of 
the stoutest stickler for native “ self-gov- 
ernment.” | 
Not content with the title of President, 
Dessalines proclaimed himself Jean 
Jacques I., Emperor of Hayti.” He was 
a cruel tyrant, and in 1806 he was assas- 
sinated. The island became the prey of 
several warring chiefs, and four years of 


. 


Christophe declared himself King of Hayti, 
but his cruelty caused an insurrection, and 
in 1820 he committed suicide. By 1822 the 
whole island had fallen into the hands of 
Boyer, who continued to call himself its 
President until 1843, when he was driven 
from the island by a revolution. The next 
year San Domingo set up a separate exist- 
ence in the eastern half of the island, and 
the blacks of Hayti, left more completely to 
themselves, have sunk lower with each suc- 
‘ceeding year. After a rapid succession of 
several dictators, General Soulouque was 
elected President in 1847. He made war on 
the other republic,“ but met defeat. He 
was a superstitious and illiterate adherent 
of voodooism. In. 1849 he assumed the 
burlesque title of “ Emperor Faustin I.,“ 
‘changed the constitution to suit himself, 
and was crowned with great pomp. His 
despotism and his impudent robberies of the 
public treasury led to his deposition. 
Gerard, his successor, made himself as 
odious as Soulouque and was forced to flee 
to Jamaica after narrowly escaping assas- 
sination. The same thing has been re- 
peated at short intervals up to the present 
day, when the head of this free people bears 
the significant name of General Tiresias— 
Simon Sam.” The President is no longer 
elected by the people, as he should be by the 
constitution, but is chosen by a legislative 
clique and by the troops. : f 
In richness of products and luxuriance of 
tropical beauty Hayti is not excelled by any 
other country in the world. Yet a century 
of independence has left the people more 
wretched than in the beginning. Imported 
fruits have degenerated for want of care. 
The staple productions for which the island 
was once famous are imperfectly culti- 
vated or neglected altogether, Only the 
rudest agricultural implements are used. 
Sugar cane grows here to perfection and 
so do coffee and cotton, but the agricultural 
interests are all backward, owing to the 
disorganized state of society. -Mining, once 
profitably carried on, is now abandoned for 
lack of capital. Some mahogany and 
dyewoods, are cut in the interior, 
but only on a small scale. In the 
midst of unsurpassed natural wealth the 
people are sinking into complete savagery. 
Of the 550,000 inhabitants of Hayti near- 
ly 500,000 are of African descent. These 
blacks are the lowest in the scale of all 
the American negroes, while those on the 
neighboring Island of Jamaica, under Brit- 
ish rule, are among the highest. “ Liber- 
‘ty,”” in Aguinaldo’s sense of the term, has 
been a curse to Hayti. When the black 
rulers were not murderous and thievish 
they were so ignorant as to prevent all 
progress. They created large floating 
debts in the shape of paper money, which 
they failed to redeem. On their foreign 
loans they defaulted on the interest and re- 
pudiated the debt. These things killed even 
such industries as they had, until the so- 
called republic is now as abject as a central 
African tribe. It the logic of history 
teaches anything it teaches that Hayti 
would have been better off as a dependency 
of an enlightened white nation. Why does 
it not teach the same thing with regard to 
the Philippine Islands? !

Overemphatic language is usually like a 
boy’s whistling in the dark.

Mr. Van 
Wyck’s pretense that he made his appoint- 
ments without reference to Mr. Croker’s 
wishes is too silly to be worthy even of 
nervous fear.

THE REPUBLIC OF THE BODY. 

Two Chicago professors believe or hope 
they may solve the problem of circumvent- 
ing old age by the injection of “ life cells ” 
from the lymphatic glands of goats. Among 
some of the lowliest organisms the process 
of becoming young again—rejuvenescence 
as it is termed by biologists—is a com- 
mon occurrence. The ameeba itself never 
grows old, or perhaps it would be more 
correct to say that it is as old as the hills.“ 
It is hardly an abuse of language to say 
that it is immortal. At periodic intervals 
it splits into two parts and each part 
goes-on existing as a separate individual. 
Many of these individuals have, of course, 
died since the amceba first began to ex- 
ist, but such as are alive at the present 
day are part of the primordial ameba 
which bisected itself eons ago. “Do you 
want to léve forever?” roared Frederick the 
Great during a battle to some of his sol- 
dier who hesitated to advance to almost 
certain death. The sentence has been 
quoted as an example of Frederick’s grim 
humor, but in the future it may be quoted 
as an anticipation of the discoveries of 
certain Chicago philosophers! 

In a recent number of the Contem- 
porary Review Dr. Woods Hutchinson con- 
tributes an interesting article entitled 
“The Republic of the Body,” in which he 
develops the cell theory of Virchow which 
regards the human organism “as a cell 
state or cell republic composed of in- 
numerable plastic citizens, and its govern- 
ment, both in health and disease, is em- 
phatically a government of the cells, by 
the cells, and for the cells.” He 
then describes the tissues of the body 
and assigns to the component cells their 
different functions in health and disease. 
From the ranks of the connective tissue 
cells “are recruited the whole army of 
those secessions from and rebellions 
against the body at large the mesoblastic 
tumors, from the treacherous and deadly 
sarcoma or ‘soft cancer’ to the harm- 
less fatty tumor.” The white blood cells 
or leucocytes “are the great mounted 
police, the sanitary patrol of the body.” 
“The moment the alarm of injury is 
sounded” or “the red flag of fever is 
hoisted ” “ the leucocytes come rushing out 


terspaces” and “each one hurls himself 
upon the toxin or bacillus which stands di- 
rectly in front of him.” “It makes no 
difference if the first ten or hundred or 
thousand are instantly mowed down by 
the bacillus or its deadly toxins, the rear 
ranks sweep forward without an instant’s 
hesitation and pour on in a living tor- 
rent, like the Zulu impis at Rorke’s Drift, 
until the bacilli are battered down by the 
sheer impact of the bodies of their assail- 
ants, or smothered under the pile of their 
corpses. When this has happened, in the

body, he is wasting a good deal of his sym- 
pathy. As a rule, the sons and daughters 
of rich men lead active, useful, and intelli- 
gent lives and do not die of moral or physical 
inanition. A certain number of the sons of 
rich men go to the bad. So do many sons of 
poor men—a larger percentage, probably. 
There are frivolous and idle rich. There are 
also frivolous and idle poor, who also enjoy 
their frivolity and idleness.

When Peter | 
the Great was living in Holland, where 


he went to study shipbuilding, he was much 
struck with the neatness of the Dutch 
houses. He wished to carry back to Russia 
a model which might serve as an incentive 
to Russian + housewives. Accordingly a 
worthy Dutch burgher was commissioned to 
reproduce in miniature a typical Dutch 
house. He went at the work in the thorough 
Dutch way. The most skillful workmen 
were employed. For the library tiny books 
were printed in type so small that it requires 
a microscope to read them. _ Silversmiths 
wrought with infinite care a set of plate 
small and dainty enough fer fairies to use. 
Needlewomen embroidered a set of linen 
as delicate as a spider's web. In every part 
and in all its details the reproduction was 
perfect. It took ten years to build the 
model. When Peter the Great saw it he was 
delighted, but when he was told that the 
price was 120,000 francs he repudiated the 
whole transaction and refused to pay for it. 
The builder then gave the wonderful model 
to the museum at The Hague, where it has 
ever since been garefully preserved.

ef affairs was emphasized by the fact that 
local millers bought No. 1 Northern wheat 
out of store, Local receipts were 32 cars, 
against 37 a week ago and 251 a year ago. 
For the same three days receipts at Min- 
neapolis and Duluth were 218, 196, and 604 
cars respectively. The statistics were fa- 


vorable to holders, particularly those re- 


ferring to movement. Primary receipts at 
295,000 bu were about one-third the receipts 
of a year ago and not much over one-half 
over the day's clearances. Minneapolis re- 
ported 50,000 bris of flour sold on Tuesday. 
The whole market was influenced by the 
crop reports. A lot of wheat was taken on 
by local operators which is fikely to come 
out either on a further advance or on a 
fractional reaction in price. 


Corn Iaclined te Drag. 


The tone of the corn market was decidedly 
heavy. In face of the wheat advance July 
corn closed at the low price of the day and 


at a decline of nearly 4c. The selling was 


rather mysterious, but it was generally as- 
sumed that Bartlett-Frazier, Patten, and 
the people who made the latest of a series 
of efforts to advance prices were letting go. 
The heaviest early selling, and that which 
attracted most pit attention, was by Brough- 
ton & Nickles. Clearances were light at 


246,000 bu, but Liverpool was up d to d. 


No one seemed to be paying much attention 


to the situation at Buffalo, as the speculative 


market seemed to be weak enough on its 
own account regardless of conditions in tha 


‘market for cash grain. A few small cargo 


lots were worked. 

Provisions opened easy on a local over- 
run of hogs to the extent of 6,000. The in- 
fluential selling was by Patter of lard and 
ribs. Shipments of product were fair. The 
export demand for lard has not apparently 
developed to the extent anticipated, and 
there was selling by Hately and Geddes.

There is a difference between the market price.
